London, June 18 .—That tht League of Hattons had missed two 
gnat opportunities with regard to Russia and Ferda wai a state 
ment wade by Viscount Grey in a speech at Stratford, a suburb 
of London, last night. .- 

The Anglo-Persian agreement, Viscount Grey declared, had 
given the wrong impression in the United State* and the reet of the 
world that Britain was seeking her own interests in Persia. That, 
he added, had done great harm, and the only remedy now was to 
submit the agreement to the League of Nations for approval. 

The former Secretary for Foreign Affaire contended that the 
only policy toward Ruaeia was one of non-intervention, sinoe Russia 
was too big for even all the Allies together to try to bring order in 
the country. /

The correspondent describes the 
movements of lh« President about 
the White House, adding: “The vary 
best proof of the great improvement 
in the President’s physical condition 
was provided when he mounted 
three Improvised wooden steps and 
entered the motor car, with only 
such assistance ms would nslurallv 
be given to a person convalescing 
from serious illness.”

territory. It is possible, of course, that the Coun- 
eil may have reached the conclusion that the 
working machinery of the League i* not suffi¬

The semaphores are being experi¬ 
mented with at the most vital traffic 
points at Queen and Yonge and Bloor 
and Yonge. 

The Introduction of the semaphores 
Is an experiment hy the Deputy Chief, 
who says that the biggest problem 
that faces the Police I apartment to¬ 
day Is handling Toronto's traffic. The 
Deputy has made a close study of 
traffic matters. 

“The department look to the public 


to ssaist the police Ivi helping to make 
the semaphore system a success.* 
stated the Deputy. “It Is at preeent 
only an experiment, but the situation 
to-day In Toronto demands closer 
study of traffic and In working out 
the details the public are going to be 
a big factor In assisting the police.** 

The adoption of the semaphore 
means that traffic moving over in¬ 
tersections will be revolutionised.

and Domestic Commerce. Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce, Taking advan¬ 
tages of the* exceptional conditions 
brought about by the war. manu¬ 
facturers of such articles in the 
United States succeeded in selling 
fll.il4.000 worth of merchandise to 
the Argentinians in the fiscal year 
preceding the armistice, as compared 
with sales amounting to only $312,096 
before the-outbreak of hostilities in 
Europe. The United State* now oc¬ 
cupies the second position as a sup¬ 


plier of textiles to this Important 
market, furnishing 1$ per cent of the 
total imports. The retention and ex¬ 
pansion of the trade thus developed 
will depend upon the ability of 
American exportersTo satisfy exact¬ 
ing requirements in the face of de¬ 
termined post-war competition. The 
trade commissioner’s Investigations 
show that the textile trade of Argen¬ 
tina has always been dominated by 
British interests, nearly one-half the 
actual Imports of piece goods being 
generally from that source. Prac¬ 
tically all the Imports of French 
goods consist of the higher-grade. 
rtn«*> materials In which htbor and 
preparation represent a large propor¬ 
tion. The most remarkable increase 
made by any country "in the piece- 
goods trade with Argentina has been 
that of Japan, which prior to the 
war occupied a negligible position, 
supplying less that $43,909 worth of 
gixMl- per year, against almost 
$3,990,090 in lflk. This represents 
an Increase for Jspan of 4.312 per 
cent In volume and 10,142 per cent 
In value, giving that rountry fourth 
place among the supplying nations.

The trip Is fairly strenu¬ 
ous and the Mountaineers say should 
be undertaken only hr persons who 
enjoy camping and rrifmplng, eating 
from a tin plate and sleeping under 
a canvas roof. 

Ten Camps Planned 

Ten camps will be made In all. the 
elevation being mostly between 3.600 1 
and 4.000 feet. The majority of the' 
rampa will be one-night stands, but 
In the Dosewallips Basin ths party I 
will spend three whole day*. 

This will be the third visit of the 
Mountaineers' <*lub to the Olympics, 
the previous trips being In 1907 and 
191*. However the Peninsula this 
year 1* to be entered from a new I 
angle, no that the first week wilt be 
spent In entirely new Country, 
leaving Bfinnnn. on Hood Canal. 
July SI. the party will proceed up ths 
Dosewallips River to the Doee- 
walllps Basin, which has approxi¬ 
mately the same elevation as Para¬ 
dise Valley on Mount Rainier. The J 
main attraction at thla camp will be 
the climb of Mount Anderson. 7.S06 J 
feet, the highest peak In the Ander-!

That was the kneynote of a most 
interesting address delivered before 
the Board of Trade luncheon to-day 
at the Dominion Hotel by Profcseor 
Stevenson, Director of the Experi¬ 
mental Station at Hasan Hay. who 
prophesied a splendid future for the 
southern end of Vancouver Island. 

Bias ef Farms. 

Mr. Stevenson declared. In com¬ 
mencing. that the farm# of Saanich 
Peninsula would decrease In else In 
years to come until. In ten years 4 few 
would exceed twenty acres. What 
was moat vitally needed for the de- 
veloiflhent of the Peninsula was men. 
white men preferably of the Anglo- 
Saxon birth. Finally, money at a low 
rate of Interest was required to ren¬ 
der land producing In the shortest 
possible time. Some c*-operative 
system, like that In vogue on the 
prairies, whereby the money could be 
secured with ease was necessary. 
Thirdly, the Peninsula needed water, 
though Mr. Stevenson admitted that 
Saanich could not expect Victoria* to 
extend It* water system under pres¬ 
ent conditions, and considering the 
present population of Saanich. 

Ownership if Lake. 

“Saanich owns -Elk Lake,'* he as¬ 
serted. ‘though the city may own the 
land about It. Millions of gallons of 
water are going to waste every 0ay 
there that should be turned hack on 
the land. People will come If we get 
water. If the coming of water ts de¬ 
layed. then development will be 
delayed proportionately. * 

Future Assured. 

There was no place In Canada 
which enjoyed the climate of Saanich, 
he alfW and as a result a* future 
was assured. He felt, too, that Saan¬ 
ich could produce $1,500,000 per an¬ 
num more than she is to-day. “I 
have been very conservative In thlrf 
estimate, and X would not be sur¬ 
prised If the increase would be 9S.- 
I O00.000,” he declared. “But we must 
! have people and we must get together 
and have cheap money. 

‘There is no doubt about the mar¬ 
ket—we have all the prairies and 
llriLiah Columbia. flssnVh has been 
producing necessities—It should pro¬ 
duce luxuries which will bring high 
prices and enable us to capitalise our 
land at $900 or $1,000 an acre, busi¬ 
ness management Is the most Import¬ 
ant feature of agriculture. If It were 
generally put Into effect Saanich 
would develop marvellously.

Pending thg Saanich Council p*ss- 
lng a by-law with regard to jitney 
and bue regulations, which will prob¬ 
ably be a preliminary to the munl- 
cipallsation of the eervlcee In Saan¬ 
ich, Councillor Dooley brought u|> 
the question of the Council approv¬ 
ing a schedule of services at the 
meeting last evening. 

While favoring the proposal, the 
Council decided not to press the mai¬ 
ler In the Immediate future, hoping 
that the advertised schedules would 
be respected without enforcement by 
by-law. These schedules of the 
transportation companies, the Cbun- 
cil held, ehould be respected for the 
convenience of passengers.
